T. W. Ha rvie Manager Of 
Port Tells Of Growth

Commission's Plans Have, 
Never Foreseen Rapidity Of 
Montreals's Development 



The port oi Slomrinl is today in 
the mosl difficult stage of its devel- 
opment, owliie to the fact that all 
the coni'iiissions which have plotined 
Its extensior. in recent years have not 
been optimistic enough in their plans, 
states M:-. T. -VV. Karvcy, Manager of 
the Harbour Commission in his ad- 
dress at the Commorcial Society 
Luncheon in the Union yesterday. 

Other factors making for tincer- 
tamty in the poiicy of the Commis- 
sion, acc-orcins to the s-peaker, were 
the St. Lawrence waterwaj- .schome. 
- and the reluctance of shippers to 
Mrth tJieir vessels outside of the 
present concfiied -n-harfage, between 
Victoria Pier and Mc-Gill street. 

Mr. Harvey quoted comparative 
fig-ures to b.-lng out the txtraordinary 
growth of the Port In the last twcntj- 
years, and by other figures showed 
the r-j-.stnr.aing place that the grain 
business :.:.;ds In its total trade. He 
iiEsertfQ that the capital investment 
. in the harbour was so low that the fa- 
cilities could not be duplicated today 
for twice the cost. 

The speaker was Introduced by Ha- 
rorld U. Sank-î. president of the Com- 
mercial Society, lo a large audi- 
ence of students in Co.»îinierce .Vmong 
those at the head table wert Dr. C. 
F. Martin, Colonci "Wiifrid B?\-ey, Dr. 
VlUard, Professors Tho:i:psor., Day 
and Tait, and Mr. CuUiton. 

In beginning his address, Mr. Hiir- 
vey said that he had been culied on 
at short notice to take li.t pluce '..f 
Senator MacDougall. As commercial 
students, he went on, his lialeners 
would agree with him' that jao busi- 
ness could be a success ujiiess It was 
based on sound t'jonun.ic princlpiet, 
Xn his opinion, the Port i-f .Vontrwil 
filled this- royuirtrment. It.'-: sjrcw.h 
was a proof of his assertion, he said. 
In liiO" the. total revenue oi the Port 
was less than half a njiUlon dollars, 
while last year, twenty years laater, 
it was five and a half millions, and 
elevenfold growth. 

The grain handled in the season of 
1904 amounted to four million, while

"Disestablishment of tho Church 
of England would not destroy the 
episcopal system; it would hardly In- 
volve any change In organization and 
certainly would not involve any 
change in doctrine." stated Howard 
Ross at a meeting of tho Economics 
Club, last night, J. F. Johnson, tho 
first speaker of the evening present- 
ed a . paper In which he upheld the 
union between the Church and State 
In England. 

J. F. Johnson opened his remarki 
by glvlnir a sketch of the historical 
background of the Church of End- 
land from its origin up to tlie present 
doy. Tho theme of tho speaker'.-! 
arguments In support of his side of 
the auestlon were as' follows: 

"The argument which I think was 
the only valid on« against the pro- 
posed revision of the Prayer Book was 
that the sreat body of Protestants In 
England acquires In ° the establish- 
ment Of the Church of England on 
the understanding that It is a Pro- 
testant Church.. They are In other 
words, quite content that Protes- 
tantism should be established In 
England In the form of tho Church 
of England, but once let there be any 
suspicion that the National Church 
Is inclining towards Rome, then the 
Inherent Protestantism of the na- 
tion Is aroused, and the Church mujt 
either extirixtte the objectional pra- 
ctices or be disestablished." 

"But on tho other hand two vciy 
eminent fre« churchmen who acted 
on tho committee which investigated 
tho now I'raycr Book aro distinctly 
of tho opinion that no change In the 
doctrine Is Involved. If ihl.i bo true 
it would appear that tho nation Is 
tilaying Into the hands of tho very 
ones U dislikes. Tho extreme Anglo- 
Oatliollcs optvso tlui I'rtiver IWlt 
liecau.ie they realize that If it passos 
tliey M'lU be subject to immedlato 
disciplinary action. Now that the 
Prayer Book has been rejected they 
may do as they pliM.se and tho bis- 
hops aro powerlesH to prevent them 
If tho Church were to bo disestablish- 
ed It would probably break up Into 
three or more Independent denontiua- 
tions. ThI.s miglit oomo ainnit it ono 
of the parties gain control of the 
Church organization and expell the 
others. If any church is tho church 
of the English poopte. It U V.\t 
Chui-oh of England." 

In discussing tho Froo Churches In 
England, Howard Ros's said, "The 
English lltîfoiinatloii ostabllsi-.hd a 
National CMiurcli, but It dUl not In- 
trudiico toleration. It Is only with- 
in tho last hundred years that the 
frno chtirches have roally been fros. 
Prominent amoiiK tlio froo cluirohcs 
aro tho Methodist, Uaptlst and C.dw- 
grcgatlonal, each of which lias a dcf- 
Inlto National charcalcd." Tho 
b'peaker then cxplalncdd tho grow-ih 
of tho vnrloun cliurciics. ' Tho the- 
ological dlffcronccs between tho throo 
large churches aro trivial. If they 
exist at all. Tho only barrier to 
provont a union <it them Is hlstor!c.tl. 
Tho fundaini'iual doctriiio iu tlic 
theory or tho free churches Is that 
of religious liberty." ' 

"AUo(;i;tlior tli" iVoucouformist 
ChurchcK aro In a position which la 
both more cnvlablo and more prom- 
ising than that of tho Church of 
England. Establishment of tho 
(-'hiii-ili of England i.s a itisahMiitage 
to Parliament bccuusu it Is a tremen- 
dous burden to tho House oC Com- 
mons to have to deal with occelas- 
tlcal affairs, when this time could 
ta.slly bo dovotinl lo tho discussion iiC 
national affairs. 

It is tho opinion of many leading; 
.statesmen. cli;rgyiiien and l.i.iiiuii In 
England today tliat this coimC'Ctli.in 
between tho Church Is an affair of 
tho past. All In all. It Is probably 
hardly iideeasary to point out that 
dlsoBtabllHhment would not doatiiiy 
tho .oplaco|ial systom. It would 
hardly Involve any change In organ- 
ization and would certainly not In- 
volve and change In doctrine.''

The honor system was maintained because the next day 
all students were carefully searched as they entered the room, 
and the supervisee! studciits resumed tiieir examination In 
peace, according to an account iu "Times'". That Chinese 
methods of defying the lionor system will not be adopted liy 
American university students is not greatly feared, since 
their coal sleeves will hot permit concealment of texts and 
liicy wear no hats in which to conceal their notes.

There aro certain 
physical laws which must meet the 
needa ot life. Here one must have a 
demornstrable unit of measurement 

Dr. KoUey now Introduced tho word 
"intelllblllty," coined by him, which 
by definition, ".aliilily measured by 
rny lo-si," In tlii.s connection, the 
speaker bU'tlod that in tiie future wi; 
do not know but Itot certain wordii 
and phrases will go out ot use— such 
.words as "native InteUleenco," and 
so forth. These v/ords will disappear 
to make raoin for worda v,'hich may 
batter explain a new piienomc-na. Ko 
longer do we use tho "huinor.s" or 
tho phrase "the four olemenls — fire, 
water, earth, air— a-s they were origi- 
nally used. These have alresidy gonft 
out of use because better words have 
'.jiien fr/und to describe clearly such 
phenomeTia. 

"The word 'intellibiiity' must h>: on 
'.iio d&fenslvc, at first, as were ,suc!i 
.vords as "proton,' 'gamete,'- and 
'i hromosome,' which all described a 
phenoîncnon not earlier described." 

In discj.'ising pr,c.sent niothods of 
mcasuromcnt.s, and tspoiil.tliy tfco pre- 
sent units ot tncasuremcnt, Dr. Kel- 
ley said, "Unit."? of .a true r.chl'îvc- 
ment scale should he such aa to yield 
differences proportional to tho grade 
dif<oirenc«s. 

"Native IntelJigtii-.'--- • oijh^s Incrva-s- 
lacly art devoloiiçncnt. it is the flov,-- 



ering of orignal natu.-e — a delayed 
espreasion or growth. Native intelli- 
gence g.-ndes should be the same af- 
ter maturity, for any age. There 
should also be a direct correlation; 
the work iie? in finding stJeh units as 
will make the correlation as high as 
possible. 

"The sensed differenc-c 'A t«aci:ers 
so far have been in relationship to I'lic 
differences :is toid by the unit meas- 
ureiments. In menial fields there is no 
great discrepancy between sensed dlf- 
ferencas and natural units." 

In cono!u.s;'.'n D.-. Ktllcy stated 
that if such a -jr.:: -jz n-.'--:.f u.-e;iient Is 
found "we shai; ;.uve a i..'. ! so ji'jwer- 
ful that we wil! wonder how we ever 
staggered along without it."

College "productive research Is per- 
fiap! as keenly .appreciated as at any 
Cfl'.^ré'': In the country," says Professor 
Ki'-ùrrick A. Ogg Of the University 
of Wisconsin in a report on "Research 
in the Humanistic and Social Scien- 
ces" i>re;iar';d for the Ame.-Ican Coun- 
cil of l^.'arned Societies. Th's book, 
recently published by tho Century 
Company, considers both what Is be- 
ing done in the United Slates and 
what mignt be done. 

IJ''- Cjgg dL-cusses re.-^earch by busl- 
iift,ss organizations, Ijy institutes, by 
the government, by universities and 
colleges. Even in the colleges where 
emphasis should be on teaching rather 
than on investigation, )ie thinks re- 
search iiripur'ant as an executive 
stimulent to l>etter leaching. He dis- 
cusses various devices used by diffe- 
rent colleges to encourage research 
ijy the faculty and i;oncludes by des- 



cribing in detail the systems at Ham- 
ilton and at Smith "to suggest tho 
sort ot things that, mt^ht. bo done or 
at all events attempted more general- 
ly." 

At Bmith, ho says, "whor« pro- 
ductive research Is perhaps aa keenly 
appreciated as at any college in the 
country the following t.vpea or modes 
of encouragement of research have 
been adopted: 1. Members of tho fac- 
ulty are freed oa far as possible from 
collcgo conimitteo . worlc "To 'make 
this pcssiblc, additional ' assistants 
h.tvo been appointed. 3. Tho number 
of teaching members of the coUogo 
has been increased ^ to such an extent 
that the size of classes and the num- 
ber of courses given by one Instruc- 
tor is small. 3. Whenever possible, an 
instructor engaged in. research has 
courses at one end of the week only 

4. Young members of dcpartinonls are 
given time and encouragement to 
study while touching, thus meoling 
the renutrements for tho degreo of 
master of arts in two or three yearn, 

5. Sabbatical loavo'ls granted prim- 
arily to thoso niombors of the facility 
who Intend to -study for the year. 6. 
Kunds are ivallable for the partial 
or full payment ot expenses of mem- 
bers of th« factilty to incotlngn'of 
special conferences, T. A fund has 
been established for the publication 
of manuscripts and for the purchase 
of additional reprints of articles ap- 
pearing In Mterary or sclontiflc pub- 
lications. J. Tho development of a 
graduate school la encouraged In part 
because of the stimulus toward- re- 
search which 1h given tho faculty. 
9. An Indirect method of encouraging 
scholarly work on the part of tho 
faculty Is the introduction of special 
types ot Instruction for the benefit of 
the able student. In place of regular 
courses, such students may take for 
the lost two years certain units in 
one or more departments with the 
exception ot taking a general exam- 
ination in the field of study and ac- 
quiring a special honora degree. Un- 
der this system 'the Independence and 
initiative of the student are given 
constant encouragement. Other stu- 
dents may do similar type ot work In 
the senior year and acauiro depart- 
mental honors. The direction of such 
work Is ■indefinite stimulus to re- 
search on the part of those who are 
supervising It,"
